Disgraceful Escapade at the 


Mexican Capital, 


DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 12.—Colonel A. J 


Porter, of Dallas, who has spent upward 
ot 11 month in the City of Mexico, arrived 
home yesterday. He left the capital ol 
the sister republic on September 6, ai 
which time the Sects wick scandal was 
still the sensation of the hour, both with 
the American colony and the Mexican 
aristocratic circles. Newspaper repre- 
sentatives called on Colonel Porter and 
a<-ked him if he had read the accounts in 
American papers of Secretary Bayard's 
special agent's escapade, and, if such 
accounts were exaggerated, to which he 
replied: 


"They are all true and more than halt 


of the disgraceful conduct has never been 
made public. He got disgracefully drunk 
and attended a ball Riven by the Jockey 
club, and wound up at a bawdy house 
known as Miss Minnie's. Colonel George 
West, formerly of Parsons, Kas., now of 
Washington City, having learned that 
members of the Jockey club, which is 
composed of Mexican 
army 
officers, 


officials and rich dudes, had cut Sedg- 
wick's hat and coat into ahreda and made 
liim a crown of flowers, went to the deii 
of infamy to take him a hat and coat, 
when Sedgwick, who was still intoxicat- 
ed, told him to go|to 
, and that he 


was 
no 
baby and 
was 
able 
to 


take care of hirnse f. Consul-General 
Porch wired the facts of Sedgwick's dis- 
graceful escapade to Secretary Bayard. 
Sedgwick walked the sleets drunk with 
members of the Jockey club and con- 
ducted himself so shamefully that every 
American In the city hung hl« head In 
shame. How Sedgwick could have the 
audacity to denv the coarse of his con- 
duct 
is beyond comprehension. I see 


that Secretary Bayard has stated that he 
will take the word of Sedgwick as to the 
truth of the reports. 
It the secretary 


wishes proof his guilt he can get any 
amount of it from the American residents 
of the City of Mexico. If Secretary 
Bayard fails to denounce the conduct, 
American residents in Mexico will have 
no respect for him. 


Colonel Porter has three branch agri- 


cultural implement houses in the re- 
public, one In the City of Mexico, one at 
Pueblo and the third at Villelcrdo. lie 
gives as reference as to the accuracy of 
Ills reports concerning 
Sedgwick Mr. 


C. L. Mordccal, formerly a cotteti buyer 
at Dallas. lie says when he left the city 
the American residents as a rule were so 
indignant at Sedgwick that they would 
pass him without notice on the street, 
save to express their feelings in sneers. 


News of Sedgwick's denials to tin: au- 


thorities at Washington and to certain 
papers in the United States was just 
being received at Mexico City at the time 
of Colonel Porter's departure, and lead- 
ins; Americans were arranging to have af- 
fidavits prepared and forwarded to Wash- 
ington affirming Ihe truth of the reports 
against Sedgwick. These residents, al- 
most as a unit, took the Mexican side oi 
the Cutting affair, but declared their hu- 
miliation at the disgraceful sequel In the 
name of their country. The higher cir- 
cles of Mexican society appeared delight- 
ed at the shame that Sedgwick had caused 
his countrymen. 


Speaking of the war spirit created by 


the Cutting affair Colonel Porter sa)d it 
was during the excitement very bitter. 
The masses of the people were extreme- 
ly boastful that Mexico in a war of In- 
vasion could whip the United States, but 
that the officials appeared to know bet- 
tar. He said they would be willing to go 
to war, believing that it would unite and 
solidify the revolutionists of the repub- 
lic to the suppo rt of the Diaz adminis- 
tration.
